LOCATION OF ciTY 
HALL WILL NOT BE 
VOTED ON APRIL 12 


Likely Supporters of Substitute 
Site Will Ask Special 
Election Later 








The vwoters of Upland will not 
be given an cpportunity at the 
city election on April 12 to vote 
on their choice for the location 


of the proposed city hall. Howev- | 


er, in all probability a special 
election will be called fcr that 
purpose at a later date. It ap- 
pears that several legal matters 
must be gone through with, in- 
cluding the adoption of an ordi- 
nance by the city council. There 
is not now sufficient time to enact 
this ordinance prior to the elec- 
tion date. . 

W. ©. Allen, chairman of the 
group favoring building the new 
city hall on Second avenue near 
the present site of the police sta- 
tion and adjoining property, 
states nothing further regarding 
the matter will be done until af- 
ter the city election, but that it 
is planned to circulate a petition 
callmg for a special election to 
vote on the proposition. 

A representative cf The News 
asked Edward E. Gray, city at- 
torney, just what is the statusof 
the entire matter, Mr. Gray said 
the matter had been thoroughly 
threshed out by the members of 
the city council. several times, 
and that the council is anxious 
that the people shall understand 
the situation. Mr. Gray sajd the 
facts are as follows: 

In 1911 a special election was 
held in Upland on the \uestion 
of voting a bonded indebtedness 
of $10,000 for the of ac-

‘are “ldeatéd. “The electors voted 
in favor of this matter, the ordi- 
nance setting forth that the prop- 
erty was to be acquired “for the 
purpose of constructing thereon 
municipal buildings in which to 
conduct and carry on the business 
of the city of Upland.” 

“It is apparent,” said Mr. Gray, 
“that this site was secured ‘spec- 
ifically for a city hall, or at least 
to “comstruct public buildings 
thereon. I advised the members 
of the city council that since this 
‘was the expreased will of the peo- 
ple of the city, the city council 
should be bound by it. I advised 
that they are bound either mor- 
ally or legally. Had that election 
been held in recent years, instead 
of about 27 years ago, I would 
advise that the council is bound 
absolutely and would not be free 
to build a city hal! on any other 
site. To me that appears rather 
reasonable 

“Of course in 27 years a good 
many changes can arise. But to 
me it appears proper, and I think 
all of the members of the council 
hold the same opinion, as long 
as the people voted for that site 
their will should be abided by. 
If they want to change this site 
now, let them express their will 
in a proper way.” 

Mr, Gray further explained 
that under the present initiative 
and referendum laws any expres- 
sion of the will of the people in 
an election must be followed. The 
council cannot amend or repeal 
any ordinance or other action 
taken by the people at an elec- 
tion. 

The constitution of California 

provides that the people can ini- 
tiate amy measure desired upon 
a petition signed by a certain 
number of the electors. A law 
recently adopted by the state 
legislature goes farther and pro- 
vides that the city council can 
refer any matter it wants to di- 
rectly to the people, without any 
petition being presented to it. It 
is said, however, that city coun- 
cila rarely do this, 
' Several different sites for the 
proposed city hall have been sug- 
gested. The one most prominent- 
ly mentioned is that where the 
police station is now located and 
the two lots south thereof—on 
Second avenue adjoining the new 
office building of the Ontario-Cu- 
camonga Fruit Exchange. The 
gite. acroag the street has also 
been given, considerable  discus- 
aion—and a site on Puclid ave- 
me near Ninth street has heen 
mentioned.

IHEARINGS PLANNED 
ON FLOOD CONTROL 


Public Invited to Discussion of 


County’s Program on 
Local Streams 








Local property owners and city 
executives are planning to attend 
on Feb, 25 and March 3 two pub- 
lic hearings on flood control proj- 
ects in San Bernardino county. 
Discussion will center around the 
proposed $22,863,909 flood control, 
water conservation and soil erosion 
prevention program to be carried 
on in the county. 

Riverside municipal auditorium 
will be the scene of the first hear- 
ing, and the ee will. 
be held in the Victor Valley high 
school at Victorville. . Engineers 
of the war department will conduct 
the hearings to determine the feas- 
ibility of suggested flood controt 
measures, 


Various speakers will outline the 
needs for the projects and discuss 
| various phases of the program, ac- 
cording to Howard, L. Way, who is 
chairman of the county advisory 
flood controi,.and water conserva- 
tion committee. Final surveys will 
be conducted after army engineers 
determine what projects may be 
constructed. , 

Nine streams in San Bernar- 
dino county are included in the 
proposed improvement program. 
If the army engineers agree to. 
make surveys of the areas, their 
recommendations on flood control 
measures will be submitted to Con- 
gress, which will allocate funds for 
the work.

Tomorrow Is Last 
Day in Upland for 
Income Tax Man 


Since hig arrival here Monday 
morning, the deputy collector of 
internal revenue, Clifford J. Ho- 
gan has been confronted with a 
large number of local taxpayers

Mrs. Adelaide Plum, assistant 
secretary of the local chamber, 
emphasized the fact that Mr. Ho- 
gan will only be here until tomor- 
row evening. Attention is also 
called to the residents of this lo- 
cality that their federal income 
tax returns must be filed in this 
district prior to’ March 15, to 
avoid incurring a penalty. 

Regardless of the number of de- 
pendants, all single persons who 
earned a net income of $1,000 or 
more in 1937, must file returns. 
Also, all married persons who liv- 
ed together last year and whose 
combined net income was $2,500 
or more, must file returns.

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Hoover on Sentimental Journey 


We have said it before in these columns-—and we now re- 
peat it: We do not believe this country would be in its pres- 
ent economic distress if Herbert Iloover had been re-elected 
President when he was a candidate for the second term, 

True, there was a depression under the Hoover administra- 
tion—but compared with what has followed under the Roose- 


.velt regime it was small. Had Hoover been re-elected, we do 
not believe the depression would have become as bad as it did 
——and the country would not now have saddled upon it the co- 
lossal national debt it has at this time—and which is constant- 


ly growing. Herbert Hoover is a business man of keen judg- 
ment. This has not only been proved by the management of 
his own affairs—but was also clearly demonstrated by the man- 
ner in which he handled various humanitarium enterprises. 
Mr. Hoover was a victim of false propaganda—and _ there 


are now millions of people who voted against him for a second 
term in the White House who are sorry for the mistake they 
made. That Mr. Hoover is appreciated in other countries is 
demonstrated by his present trip to Belgium, of which the San 
Bernardino Sun speaks as follows: 

Herbert Hoover, the former President of the United 
States, is on the seas bound for Belgium, there to receive 
the appreciation of the Belgian people twenty years 
““after.”’ 

After what? 

After the greatest humanitarian feat in the history of 
civilization. Mr. Hoover was the head of a voluntary or- 
ganization that provided food for millions of hungry and 
starving people during the period before the United States 
entered the Werld war. Mr. Hoover and his colleagues all 
served without pay. 

This is a ‘‘sentimental journey’’ for Mr. Hoover. It 
will take him back to the prime of life, when in his early 
forties he had already become a man of the world in his 
capacity as an engineer. 

Mr. Hoover first became associated with noted humani- 
tarian works when he orgganized a group of Americans to 
aid stranded fellow countrymen trapped in Europe at the 
outbreak of the war to return to their homes. His work 
in the Belgian relief followed and was extended to other 
Europeon countries. 

When the United States entered the war he returned to 
this country to become food administrator and it was his 
task to frame the program of assembling food for not only 
the American army but the armies of the nation’s allies. 
He entered the cabinet as secretary of commerce and in 
1928 was elected President, encountered the depression, 
became the victim of the ‘‘smear Hoover’’ campaign and 
left the White House in defeat. 

Gradually through the years a large section of the coun- 
try that had listened to and believed libels that were spread 
with strange recklessness has learneed the truth. Mr. 
Hoover oceupies a place close to the hearts of his country- 
men. He does not desire to return to the White House. 
He plans to live out his life serving his country as he be- 
lieves he should serve it—raising a warning hand on those 
oceasions when he senses danger. 

The falsehoods that were told about Mr. Hoover did 
not leave him embittered. Today he is a vigorous citizen, 
proud of the service he has given to humanity and to the 
nation, and ready to aid in pointing the way which he be- 
lieves the nation should follow to get back on the path of 
security.

Honoring Susan B. Anthony 


Today—on the 118th anniversary of her birth—the Susap 
B. Anthony memorial committee of California makes public 
announcement of a “‘living memorial’’ to be dedicated to the 
*“emancipator of women’’ on June 26 of this year—and an im- 
-mense California tree, a Sequoia Gigantea, has been set aside 
by the U. S. Department of the Interior for this purpose and 
permission granted to the California memorial committee to 
dedicate it. To an outstanding Upland lady, Mrs. Una R. Win- 
ter, goes the credit for first thinking of this memorial tree. 

It was Miss Anthony, it is well remembered, who gained the 
ballot for women after many years of fighting for ‘‘equal suf- 
frage.’’ The objective of this memorial work is ‘‘to honor the 
memory of Susan B. Anthony as the great emancipator of wo- 
men throughout the world, and to perpetuate her name in the 
history of institutions of our country, so that future genera- 
tions shall know of her great work for humanity and hold her 
mame in honor as it now does those of Washington and Lin- 
coln.’”’ i. 

The earnestness of Susan B. Anthony is evidenced in many 
‘of her statements, as well as in the indefatiguable and effective 
manner in which she worked. In 1853 when campaigning for 
equal rights for women in respect to wages and children she 
ealled upon a minister, who said: ‘‘Miss Anthony, you are too 
fine a physical specimen of woman to be doing this king of 
work. You ought to marry and have children.’’ She calmly 
replied: ‘‘I think it is a much wiser thing to secure for thous- 
ands of mothers of this state the legal control of the children 
they now have, than to bring others into the world who would 
not belong to me after they were born.’’ 

Another characteristic statement of Miss Anthony: ‘‘The 
woman of the future will far surpass the woman of today. The 
ages are progressive and | look for a far brighter manhood and 
*womanhood than we iow have. I think this will come through 
making the sexes co-equal.. When women associate with men 
in serious matters both will grow stronger and the 
world’s work will be better done. The woman of the 
future will be a better wife, mother and citizen than the wo- 
man of today.’’ 

Largely through the efforts of Susan B. Anthony the wo- 
men of today are privileged to exercise ‘‘equal suffrage’’ with 
the men and are also taking equal rank in industry. It is now 
almost 32 years since Miss Anthony passed away. This may 
seem a long time before a fitting memorial is given her mem- 
ory—but there has been ample time for proper perspective of 
her achievements. 

In tribute to Miss Anthony one historian said: ‘‘The gain- 
ing of the ballot by women unquestionably constitutes one of 
the most significant reforms in history. Just one woman in 
all the world gave every day of her life for half a century to 
bring about this evolution.”’ 

And for thousands of years the ‘‘Big Tree’’ in Sequoia Na- 
‘tional park will memorialize the life and achievements of the 
‘*ereat emancipator of women,”’
